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As a continuing institution in the art life of San Fran- 
cisco and the Bay Area the 78th Painting and Sculp- 
ture Annual of the San Francisco Art Association 
does not need an introduction—but as an exhibition 
each Annual is a new experience with a quality and 
character uniquely its own. 


This is so because the exhibition grows from the 
meeting of two forces. One is the continuing and 
evolving search of the artists who submit their works 
to the Annual; the other, the discriminating sensibili- 
ty of the juror to whom the works are submitted. In 
the present exhibiton the vitality, enthusiasm and 
significant artistic integrity of both factors in the 
equation — artists and juror — combine to create a 
dramatic and living statement of our position at this 
moment in the arts of painting and sculpture. 


It is heartwarming to note that each of the two 
forces in the drama have recognized the high qualifi- 
cations of the other; the Artists’ Council by selecting 
Gordon Bailey Washburn, Director of the Depart- 
ment of Fine Arts of Carnegie Insititue, Pittsburgh, as 
their juror; the juror explicitly in his comments on the 
fine quality of the works which passed before him. 


In the selection of Mr. Washburn the San Francisco 
Art Association has continued for a second year the 
policy of having one person of expert qualifications 
from another part of the country come to review the 
submissions. The result awaits your judgment. Al- 
though a national exhibition, a large proportion of 
the works submitted come from California artists. In 
view of this it should be noted that the fresh eye may 


FOREWORD 


see things those familiar with the artists’ work often 
overlook, and the significance to the artists of a criti- 
cal inspection by a juror who occupies a position of 
influence in the national and international scene 
should not be underestimated. 


To a juror the task of selecting a show of manageable 
size from a body of work in which so high a propor- 
tion of the entries were of truly professional calibre is 
heartbreaking. We are grateful to Mr. Washburn for 
a most responsible and conscientious performance 
of a difficult task. 


Nor would our obligations be discharged without a 
word to indicate our debt to the artists. The jury ex- 
hibition imposes heavy demands on the physical and 
emotional energies of those who submit their work to 
it, and the exhibition the public enjoys without charge 
has come into being through the willingness of many 
artists to submit their efforts to the vicissitudes of 
jury action. This debt can be in part repaid through 
our sympathetic efforts to share their insights, and 
through the purchase of works for private collections. 


The exhibition, mounted in the galleries of the Mu- 
seum, is not an act completed. It has its life still be- 
fore it, in the experiencing, testing, evaluating that 
will take place with each of us in seeing the show. 
The interaction of artists’ efforts and juror's response 
has reduced the 1408 objects submitted to the 153 
works in painting and collage, the 53 sculptures and 
mosaics that appear in the galleries. Now, for the 
brief span of the exhibition, they are ours to see and 


to know.
